The injustice of this tax is seen at 


glance when one considers that It i 
possible for a salesman to come ove 
from Camden, N. J., just across th 
river from Philadelphia, sell as man 
goods as he can, and yet be entire! 
exempt from his tax by which th' 
bona-flde resident of the State of Perm 
sylvania is handicapped. In just the 
ssme way can a salesman come down 
from New York, display his wares in 
a hotel in Philadelphia, and yet be 
subject to no such tax. 


The greatest injustice of all,however, 
is in the arbitrary manner In whicl 
the tax is levied and in the ease with 
which it is evaded by those who are 
less scrupulous than others. Moreov 
er, the tax is of very little advantagi 
to the state, for although the amoun' 
of money collected is considerable, t 
large part of it goes toward paying tin 
expenses of collecting the tax. In 
other words, the tax is nothing more 
or less than furnishing jobs to the 
friends of the political narty in power. 


Several attempts have been made to 


repeal this law and one repealer die 
paaa the Senate, but It was defeated 
In the House of Representatives. 
Its 


defeat was largely due to the fact thai 
an appeal was made, based upon the 
ground that It would deplete the treas- 
ury of the commonwealth, but as the 
revenues of the state are now over 
ROW,000 in excess of the actual ex- 
penditure of the state government, 
this argument now falls flat. Another 
cause of the defeat of the movement in 
previous years was due to the fact that 
no organized effect was then resorted 
to. 


It is, therefore, the intention of the 


Business Association of Pennsylvania 
to make such an organized effort by 
endeavoring to enroll every business 
man in the state to lend his co-opeia- 
tion and support. 


The association solicits the Individ- 


ual efforts of members in advising and 
suggesting to their Immediate repre- 
sentative In the Senate and House for 
their vote and Influence'for the repeal 
bill that will be presented. Since the 
collection of a subscription tax pro- 
vides for the appointment of numer- 
ous officials, It will be seen that polit- 
ical organizations will, for self-preser- 
vation, antagonize the purpose of this 
association lu every way.

ROCKING STONE 


New York'e Souvenir of the Remote 


Glacial Period. 


Though tens of thousands of persons 


yearly see the great rocking stone of 
Bronx park in New ¥ork city, few 
realize that it Is the city's most con- 
spicuous souvenir of the glacial period, 
when all of this section was covered 
with an oceau of ice some 1,500 feet 
thick thnt was moving slowly toward 
the south. 


That pinkish bit of granite, weighing 


thirty tons, standing seven aud one- 
half feet above Its rocky base, being 
ten feet broad and eight feet thick, 
came from the far north, carried in 
the resistless Icy arms of tlio glacier 
that swept over the continent down to 
this latitude, marking Its path by de- 
positing great bowlders as It moved 
and leaving scratches on the arm rocks 
beneath, from the eliding, grinding 
bits and masses of granite that set- 
tled to its base and were pushed along 
as It moved. 


This same bowlder left its mark on 


the bare face of the rocky hill to the 
north of It, In which lies the crocodile 
pool. There the scratches are visible 
today, pointing to where the bowlder 
stands aud telling the story of part of 
its travels. 


When the melting Ice departed from 


the great block of granite, It left It 
standing through the ages a rocking 
stone so delicately poised that a pres- 
sure of fifty pounds exerted on Its 
most northern angle causes Its aper to 
sway north and south about two Inch- 
es.—New York Herald.
